Washing Soda Does Not Improve 


Lime-Sulfur Solution. 


A correspondent recently wrote ab 


follows to Professor Surface- 


"In making Lime-sulfur 17-22-50, 


would it injure trees for me to add 
four pounds of washing soda to this? 
How would I dilute this for summer 
spraying?" 


The State Zoologist replied as fol- 


lows: 


"I must say that I am not certain 


to what extent trees would be injured 
by adding four pounds of washing 
soda to the 17-22-50 formula. In my 
experiments a few years ago, I killed 
the twigs and destroyed the fruit 
buds, and, of course, severely injured 
the trees, by using eight pounds of 
caustic soda in the 17-22-50 formula. 
The washing soda is not so bad as the 
caustic soda which I used, but it does 
not appear to me that if is necessary 
to add anything to the 17.-22-50 for- 
mula to make it efficient in killing 
the scale and destroying plant disease 
germs. 


"I suspect that if you add the four 


pounds of soda, it will injure the 
fruit buds if applied shortly after the 
leaves drop m the fall. At the same 
time I believe it will be safe if ap- 
plied when the buds are swelling in 
the spring. 
The lime-sulfur solution 


pioduces no injury to trees if applied 
when they are dormant if nothing 
else is added to it. 


"Foi summer spraying you should 


dilute any hme-suliur formula from 
five to eight times as much as you 
would for doimant spraying. The use 
ot the lime-sulfur solution for sum- 
mer spraying is yet in its experimen- 
tal stage. It is then used only as a 
fungicide, and tor information on this 
side of the question, I would recom- 
mend that you write to a specialist .11

Production. 


By individuality is meant all those 


inherited 
or 
inborn 
peculiarities 


which distinguish the cow as a milk 
producer from other cows, including 
both breed and individual differences. 
These qualities fix the capacity of the 
animal regarded as a milk producing 
machine. 
They set the limit to the 


amount of milk she can be made to 
produce, and practically determine its 
quality also. 


It is quite commonly believed that 


;he composition of milk, more par- 
ticularly the percentage of fat, may 
be materially altered by feeding. 
A 


large number of careful experiments, 
however, have failed to show any par- 
ticularly important effect of food on 
the composition of milk. Heavy feed- 
ing, especially with feeds rich in pro-

the other ingredients as well. In a 
few cases, too, a special but .rather 
slight effect on the fat content, of the 
milk has been observed. 
Practically, 


however, the differences which can be 
produced in the composition of milk 
by changes in the feed are too small 
to be of any economic significance. 
The amount of milk produced by a 
herd can be affected within wide lim- 
its by the feeding, but a permanent 
change in its composition can only be 
brought about by a change in the 
make up of the herd, either by pur- 
chase or by breeding and selection. 


Be the cow ever so good, she can- 


not produce milk unless supplied with 
sufficient and suitable food and given 
proper care. On scant feed and with 
bad handling, she will give little milk 
whatever the amount which she 


might produce. In other words, while 
individuality fixes the capacity of the 
cow, 
the amount of milk she actually 


does give depends, within this limit, 
on her feeding and care.—From the 
Correspondence Courses of Pennsyl- 
vania State College.
